The indorsement was given in 
majority report on birth control sub- 
mitted after several years of study 
by the committee on marriage and the 
home of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America. It 
was issued with the approval of the 
council's administrative committee, 

The committee unanimously agreed 
that, because of economic consider- 
ations and, in many cases, the welfare 
of-the mother, “there can be no ques- 
jion as to the necessity for some sort 
of effective control of che size of the 
family and the spacing of children.” 

“he committee also agreed unani- 
mously that, whatever the final decis- 
jon of the church may be, “the church 
should not seek to impose its point 
of view as to the use of contraceptives 
upon the public by legislation or any 
other form of coercion, and especially 
should not seek to prohibit physicians 
from imparting such information to 
those who in the judgment of the med- 
ical profession are entitled to receive 
hay 

Minority Refuses Sanction. 


A minority, however, refused to 
sanction the use of contraceptive 
m. .sures and called upon the church, 
‘when control of conception is neces- 
sary, to uphold the standard of absti- 
nence as the ideal.” 

The committee agree, however, that 


“it should be expected that guidance | 


will find expression through the re- 
searches and experience of physicians 


nnd men of science as well as through | 


the corporate conscience of the 
church.” 

The majority report warns the pub- 
lic against “advertised nostrums, 
which are beginning to appear in thin- 
ly disguised forms in reputable peri- 
mlicals, and against “so-called ‘boot- 
legged’ devices at drugstores.” 

“It is essential,” it states, “to con- 
sult the family physician or go to es- 
tablished clinies or health centers for 
information or assistance.”

JOLIET, IL, March 20.—(/)—New 
unrest in the model Illinois state peni- 
tentiary, which was swept by a mil- 
lion-dollar fire Wednesday, today 
broke into the first hearing by a leg- 
islative investigating committee as it 
listened to white haired Warden Hen- 
ry C. Hill defend his stewardship.

Then he -returné? to attack the 
civil service, which he said sent 
“crooked guards” to him, and the pa- 
role system, which he blamed for 
crowding 1,795 men into the old state 
prison, built to hold only~ 900. 

_ No General Complaint. 

“Mind you,” the warden said, “I’m 
making no general complaint against 
my guards. But there are disloyal 
ones among them. As fast as I locate 
them, I fire them. 

“They add to the unrest, I know 
and everybody knows. We have spent 


hundreds of dollars to find what 
guards are bringing narcoties into the 
prison, but thus far we have failed.” | 

“I'm jealous of my reputation,” | 
Warden Hill said in concluding. | 
“There is no one to speak for me, so | 
I must say it myself. I’ve done al 
good job here. The job is too big for | 
one man, but as it is I’ve handled it. | 
The sensible thing would be to have 
a separate warden for each prison. 

“In defense of the rumor that my 
management has in any way contrib- | 
uted to the unrest, let me tell you) 
that information has come to me di-| 
rect from prisoners that if I had not. 
come when I did, the riot would have 
happened 30 days after I arrived, in- 
stead of at this time, and that it 
would have been a good one.” 

Warden Hill said that former Epis- 
copal Chaplain George Whitmeyer had | 
not been truthful in statements to | 
the press about the prison.

The letter is ap- 
parently a copy of one my colleague 
has been mailing to druggists in his 
community. In it he offers the drug- 
gist a “substantial remuneration” for 
every case the druggist sends him, and 
adds that where the patient will ‘pay 
a larger fee the druggist’s percentage 
will be larger. Then my colleague in- 
closes a sticker bearing his office ad- 
dress and the name of his specialty, 
and asks the druggist to paste it in a 
prominent place so that he will have 
the name akd address at hand when 
some customée gets into conversation. 

It is chiefly the surgeons who com- 
plain most about the fee-splitting evil. 
That seems natural enough, to me. 
Of all pretentious specialists—and a 
majority of specialists are all pretense 
—the surgeons are the most selfish in 
the raid on the patient’s wherewithal. 

’ The majority of specialists, I think, 
exploit popular credulity and capital- 
ize the popular awe of the specialist 
as opposed to the ordinary doctor, and 
for this I do not blame them. Nor do 
I blame the ordinary doctor, the plod- 
ding general practitioner, if under the 
stress of hard times and a hard deal 
from the general public he demands‘a 
break and compels the grasping spe- 
cialist to hand over a small fraction 
of what is the family doctor’s fair 
share of the fee. Indeed, in the pres- 
ent state of public opinion the general 
practioner who holds the bag while 
the surgeon or specialist walks away 
with the credit and all the dough in 
sight is just too guileless. The sur- 
geon or specialist is taking advantage 
of pretense. Why should not the 
family doctor share the spoils? 

A stock argument of the operators 
who get theirs and then undertake to 
make the rank and file obey the rules 
the big boys lay down for us, is that 
if the fee-splitting “evil” (it is sad for 
the fellow with the boodle to contem- 
| plate) is counternanced it inevitably 
leads to shopping around and hence a 
choice of surgeons determined by the 
percentage offered. But so far as 
human nature can be relied upon at 
all, that difficulty is readily disposed 
of; let the split be fifty-fifty, and 
everybody (not excepting the patient) 
will be satisfied, 

A fifty-fifty plan will not boost fees 
at all. It will simply assure a fairer 
division of the fee among the doctors 
who earn it. At present the surgeons 
and specialists enjoy an unfair ad- 
vantage over family or general prac- 
titioners.

JUSTICE AGENTS SEEK

WASHINGTON, March 29.—(#)— 
Word came from the justice depart- 
ment today that its agents were seek- 
ing proof that Paul F. Kassay had 
tainpered with a naval bombing plane 
before it crashed at San Diego when 
an upper wing collapsed in a sus- 
picious manner. 

Officials said additional 

“probably” would be brought against 
the Hungarian, arrested yesterday and 
charged with planning to wreck the 
giant dirigible ‘Akron.” 
_ Harold Nathan, acting chief of the 
investigation bureau, said it was al- 
ready well established that Kassay had 
worked on the bomber while it was 
under construction in the Great Lakes 
Aireraft Corporation plant at Cleye- 
land. 

He revealed the justice department 
had begun its sabotage investigation, 
which resulted in’ Kassay’s arrest after 
being approached by naval _ intelli- 
gence officers. They had followed a 
trail from San Diezo after the bomber 
had crashed, carrying to death Avia- 
tion Pilot W. Y. Ypharraguerre, 

Meantime, announcement was made 
at the navy department that an in- 
spection showed Kassay had. omitted 
two rivets from one of the Akron’s 
stabilizing fins. 

Work Is Checked. 

Officials said, however, thhat all the 
work done by the suspect had been 
carefully checked over and that “no 
anxiety is felt that any damage has 
been done.” 

Earlier Nathan disclosed details of 
the extensive inquiry that resulted in 
the arrest of the man described va- 
riously as a “eommunist” and as a 
iformer captain in the Austro-Hunga- 
rian navy. MKassay has denied both 
titles, 

It was said that suspicion was di- 
rected toward him before he left the 
‘Cleveland plant to obtain work on 
the big naval dirigible at Akron and 
that he was watched almost. con- 
stantly,.

U.5S., ENGLAND, FRANCE 
WORLD HOPE-FERRERU 


The ultimate fate of the civilized 
world rests upon the shoulders of the 
three great democracies, the United 
States, England and France, in the 
opinion of Guglielmo Ferrero, Italian 
historian, who spoke at the Spelman 
auditorium Friday night. He divided 
the world into two groups; those peo- 
ples who had established a workable 
plan of self-government in the form 
of a republic or of a constitutional 
monarchy, and those who are in that 
transitory stage of potential chaos be- 
tween an overthrown monarchy and a 
too recently formed democracy. 

“We are living in an age,” Dr. Fer- 
i Tero said, “in which one of the great- 
est events in history is taking place— 
the sudden extinction of the oldest 
form of organized government, mon- 
archy. No longer than 1900 two-thirds 
of the world was monarchial, the prin- 
cipal exceptions being America, France 
and England. Asia and Kurope were 
ruled almost exclusively by kings and 
emperors. In the ten years between 
1908 and 1928, by a series of histori- 
eal and political earthquakes, those 
monarchies were overthrown’ and 
democracies set up in their places. 

“During that 10-year span Turkey. 
China. Greece and even Syria and 
Palestine, under the protection of Eng- 
land and Fran¢ée, became _ republics. 
Russia. long considered the perma- 
nent stronghold of absolute monarchy, 
overthrew its. government. Germany 
and Austro-Hungary set up 
of democratic government. 

“The solution is obvious. Let Eng- 
land, France and the United States, 
|through the mediums of the press, the 
schools, and the organized societies, 


most applicable to the needs of the 
embrvonic republics. Let them encour- 
age, instruct and protect them in their 
struggles for emancipation. And the 
result may be the universal tranquil- 
lity that the world has been seeking.”

in London, his letter is quoted here | 
in part: 

Mr. Lloyd George said he had 
something which he elt it very 
important to say to me and to say 
with great franknes.. We all kept 
quiet and he talked I should say 
for half an hour without inter- 
ruption. I cannot reproduce ver- 
bally vhat he said, but in effect 
it was this: 

That the British had brought 
over from the United States an 
enormous number ef troops in the 
firm expectacion that they would 
be trained with the British and 
would <ssist the British in their 
Flanders fighting. That they had 
gone to great lengths to supply 
and equip our troops and finally 
had some ten divisions of them 
about ready to engage in conflict 
and included in Sir Douglas 
Haig’s plans of attack, when sud- 
denly the five best trained divi- 
sions were taken away just at the 
time they would have been of 
most service with Haig’s troops. 

That later, of the five divisions 
then with the British, three were 
taken away, and that he was in- 
formed that the other two came 
near being taken away so that 
the effect of the whole business 
was that for all their pains and 
sacrifices for training our troops 
there and equipping them they 
had gotton no good out of them 
whatever, and that the American 
troops had not been of any serv- 
ice to the British. That at one 
time, when some Americ an traeps 
were about to zo inte setien with 
the British. peremptory ev > >!

for opportunity of the American 
and British soldiers to fraternize. 
He felt that large issues to the 
future peace of the world depend- 
ed upon the American- and Brit- 
ish peoples understanding one an- 
other, and that much the best 
hope of such an understanding 
grew out of intermingling our sol- 
diers sc they could learn to know 
one another, but that it seemed to 
him that there was some influ- 
ence at work to monopolize Amer- 
ican soldiers for the assistance of 
the French and to keep them from 
the association of the British. 


Woul Feed Troops to Allies. 


I replied that I was profoundly 
surprised at the feeling he ex- 
pressed, since Lord Reading and 
I had quite definitely understood 
in Washington, and our under- 
standing had been set up ina 
memorandum of which copy had 
been sent him, that the American 
troops . ‘ought over by the Brit- 
ish were expedited because of the 
lack of reserves by the British 
and French, which would be made 
up by August 1. 

Th-* I had stated to Lord 
Reading and put into the memo- 
randum that these American 
troops assigned for training with 
the British were to be subject to 
your call at any time at your dis- 
cretion and that their training 
and use was constanly to be such 
as you directed. I had therefore 
no thowght that there could be 
any eround for misunderstanding 
your right to take the American 
troops at any time you wanted 
them. : 

I pointed out that the presi- 
dent and I had repeatedly, both 
verbally and in writing, insisted 
that the American army as such 
was the thing we were trying to 
create. That we had no inten- 
tion of feeding our soldiers inte 
the French or British army, and 
intended to have an American 
army in exactly the same sense 
that: Great Britain had a British 
army and France a French army. 

That we all recognized the 
right of Marshal Foch to send 
divisions of Americans or Frerch 
or British from one part of the 
line to another for particular 
operations or to create a compo- 
site reserve which would have 
troops of all three nations for 
use as reserves, but with that ex- 
ception American troops = in 
France were as completely under 
your control as British troops 
in France were under the con- 
trol of Sir Douglas Haig. 

The conversation left on my 
mind a very strong feeling that 
Lloyd George frankly wants 
Americans to remain with the 
British both as a stimulus and 
for the fraternization which he 
describes, and that he very 
suspicious that the French are 
desiring to monopolize the Ameri- 
cans and so come out of the war 
as our principal friends without 
there having been real opportu- 
nity for co-operation and under- 
standing between the British and 
Americans. 

Il of course gave him no assur- 
ances. whatever, and when he 
asked me what expectations I 
thought he ought to have about 
the use of American troops I re- 
plied shortly that I thought he 
ought to expect the American 
army as such to exist in the same 
sense as the British army, and 
to be used there as a whole or 
by the detachment of. divisions 
here and there wherever the larg- 
est good could be aceomplished 
for the cause in the judgment of 
the commande 'r-in-chief 
The secretary's letter impressed me, 

as «did almost every 
received from him, with 
purpose to do everything 
our snecess, His desire 
the solution of the 
problems which confronted me, 
clear comprehension of. their, magni- 
tude, his«sympathy, his infinite tact 
and understanding, were qualities that 
served to lighten my burden and in- | 
spire loyalty to his direction of 
America’s military effort. 

No American general in the field 
ever received the perfect support ac- 
me by Mr. Baker. His atti- 
tude throughout the war, in so far as 
it concerned me personally and the 
army in France, was a model for the 
guidance of future secretaries in such

ROME RETAIL TRADE 


Total Business in Excess of 
$11,000,000 for 1930 
Revealed. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—(4)— 
Rome (Ga.) retail business in excess 
of $11,000,000 was shown pi | by 
the bureau of the census on the basis 
of returns from the 1930 distribution 
census, now being compiled. Rome's 
1930 population was 21,843. ; 

The bureau reported 302 retail 
stores with a total annual business 
of $11,020,515, a yearly pay roll of 
$1,094,234 and the full time employ- 
ment of 996 men and women. 

The reported number of employes 
does not include those working part 
time, although the pay roll of these 
part-time employes is ineluded in sala- 
ries and wages. 

Merchandise inf stock in the 302 
stores at the end of 1929 showed a 
cost value of $1,559,549. 

This total of 302 retail stores in- 
cludes 254 single-store independents, 
7 units and two-store multiples and 
6 units of three-store multiples. There 
are also 12 units of sectional chains 
and 16 units of national chains. Sales 
of these two types of chain store or- 
ganizations aggregated $1,937,034 or 
18 per cent of the total business, 
while sales of the single-store inde- 
pendents amounted to $8,349,491, or 
76 per cent. These reports are based 
on 1930 reports covering the year 
1929. 

The food group leads in this report, 
with the automotive section second 
and the general merchandise group 
third in the order of sales. 

There are 110 food stores in Rome 
with sales of $2,816,576 or 26 per 
cent of the total retail business. Of 
this num 89 are groceries and 14 
are meat ie rkets The grocery sales 
were $2,287,322 and markets $371,- 
617. Bakeries which manufacture 
their own products are not included 
in this grouping. 

The automotive group with 37 es- 
tablishments does a business of $2,- 
652,016 or 24 per cent of the total 
retail business. Actual auto sales, ac- 
cessory and tire and battery places 
along with -filling stations are listed 
in this group. 

The general merchandise group, 
which includes department stores, dry 
goods stores, general stores, variety 
stores, 5 and 10 and to-a-dollar stores 
sales of $1,558,455 in 15 
stores, employing full-time services of 
180 men and women and pays $159,- 
596 annually in salaries and wages. 

The furniture and household group 
with nine stores reports 52 full-time 
employes and a total retail business 
of $424,952. 

The 45 restaurants and other eating 
places in Rome employed 63 full-time 
people and do an annual business of 
$389,771.

The preliminary final ginning re- 
port by the census bureau showing a 
falling off of 313,000 bales of the 
equivalent of 500 pounds from the De- 
cember government crop estimate was 
apparently discounted and failed to 
have any noticeable influence on the 
market. The May position declined 
to 10.86, a loss of 15 points and closed 
at 10.90, a net decline of 11 points 
while the general market closed steady 
at 7 to 11 points net lower. 


During the day there was apparent 
disposition to liquidate the new crop 
positions and there was a good deal 
of exchanging from May to the later 
months. The trade demand was smal! 
until late in the session when mod- 
erate orders were uncovered and re- 
sulted in a partial rally at the close. 
The July price declined to 11.11 and 
closed at 11.14, while October § sold 
down to 11.43 and closed at 11.47.
